E S P I T E the prevalence of higher

There is sea reel) 
a college head in 
«ifher branch of congress or in high 
executive station. 
As for the presi­ 
dency of the United States, if we ex­ 
cept Jam es A. Garfield, who was a 
eollege president tor a short time in his 
early manhood, no educator has ever 
been seriously considered for the office. 
W hy should we not draft the knowl­ 
edge. training and high ideals of the 
teachers In our government service? 
Fo r 
example, 
why 
should 
not 
the 
trained political economists have some 
part in the actual working out of the 
political economy of the nation? 
If it 
be objtv ted that they are only theorists, 
then give them a chance to correct the 
defect b y practical experience. 
Both 
the college and the government would 
be tin* gainers, the government in ex­ 
pert knowledge and the college in ac­ 
tual contact w ith affairs. 
It is in this spirit that President 
Woodrow W ilson of Princeton univer­ 
sity has been suggested as a suitable 
candidate for the presidency of the 
United States.
